Christian people know that there has always been 
-a worldwide need of the Bible that is never met. They 
iknow that vast areas, in Asia, Africa and Latin 
.America especially, are entirely without Bibles, They 
iknow that it has always been true with the Bible 
“Society that, if funds were available, the Society 
could do, with no appreciable expansion of its oper- 
-ating facilities, a much larger work in such fields. 
“Much the same has always been true of all missionary 
organizations. They are characteristically under- 
staffed, underpaid, unable to press forward into even 
accessible fields that are white unto the harvest. It 
‘would always appear appropriate for the American 
Bible Society or any other such agency of the Churches 
‘to ask for larger support, for the work is always 
‘pitifully inadequate. 
_ With a regular budget of $1,781,000 and a World 
Recovery Program of $2,500,000, the American Bible 
Society is not asking for more than it might have 
very effectively used in any normal year for many 
years past. Why, then, in spite of the fact that its 
regular budget is the largest it has ever adopted, 
does it ask for another $2,500,000, additional in this 
particular year? 
It does so because time is of the essence of the situation 
which the Society confronts in 1948! Now is the accepted 
time for the Society to do twice as much as it ever 
did in a single year. Here are some of the reasons: 
: First, there are whole nations that have known the 
Bible for generations that are now without copies or 
the facilities for producing them. Even Great Britain, 
which for decades has taken the lead in producing 
the Scriptures and distributing them on a missionary 
basis to every continent on earth, is, as a result of the 
war, possibly 5,000,000 Bibles and Testaments short

in her own home islands. Germany, the foremost 
Bible-reading nation on the continent of Europe, is in 
an even worse plight. Not only has the cessation of 
Bible publishing and importation for the war years 
and the loss of existing stocks and privately owned 
copies left her probably over 10,000,000 Bibles and 
‘Testaments short, but she is without the materials 
and the equipment to replenish her supply. The same 
might be said to a greater or less degree of many 
European countries. Every good thing in Europe’s 
life has stemmed from her knowledge of God’s Word. 
The hope of her recovery without that Word is slim 
indeed, and only America can do the greater part of 
it—which must be done now/ 

In the second place, the American Bible Society 
has within the last eighteen months made gifts of 
considerable quantities of Russian Scriptures to the 
Patriarch of the Russian Orthodox Church, and last 
fall was told that even larger supplies, estimated to 
cost over half a million dollars, would be accepted if 
they were sent. This door may not always be open. 
The Society must act now. 

In the third place, the Bible, in which there was 
only a casual interest outside the small Christian 
community in Japan before the war, has now become 
one of the ten most popular books in that country. 
General MacArthur says that the demand is insa- 
tiable and earnestly requests that, until Japan can 
undertake her own full-scale publishing program 
again, the Bible Society must increase its already un- 
precedented distribution in Japan. 

A similar situation obtains in Korea, where the 
urgency, however, is heightened by the fact that most 
of the literature now being circulated there is of a 
Communist nature. The. Christian forces, had they 
the Bibles and Testaments at hand, are organized to 
place them persuasively in the hands of every high- 
school and college student and in thousands and 
thousands of homes. How long they may be free to 
do this, no one knows. But they are so now. 

Similarly, there is a fourfold interest in the Philip- 
pines; new doors opening in China; an unprecedented 
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hunger in many parts of Latin America—all places 
where the Bible has been known before but where it 
is now in greatly increased demand. 
The postwar world is a fluid world—a groping 
world, a world searching for new patterns upon 
which to base its community and national life. It is a

HE Gospel has never ceased to be a living force in 
T Greece since that day when Paul and Silas, hav- 
ing landed in the little port city of Neapolis, made 
their way to Philippi seven miles inland and, finding 
no synagogue, declared the Gospel to a little band of 
women who met by the river-side on the Sabbath to 
pray. 

It has been a long and thorny road that the Church 
in Greece has followed through the centuries, marked 
by the Arab conquests of the seventh century; the 
Crusades through the eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth 
centuries; and the Turkish conquests, completed in 
the fifteenth century. 

After the First World War and the establishment 
Okethe, Republic’ of Greece, the Greck- Orthodox 
Church emerged with more promise than for a long 
time. Meanwhile evangelical movements from the 
West had become well established in Greece, and the 
popularity of the Scriptures, both in the ancient 
Greek and in modern Greek, grew rapidly through 
the years.

About forty years ago the theological graduates o 
the University of Athens founded what is called th 
Zoe Brotherhood, an evangelistic movement which 
has been greatly blessed. It now maintains at the 
University its own printing plant, where the mem- 
bers donate their services. This plant has been the 
source, not only of thousands of Scripture volumes, 
but of much other Christian literature, including 
hymnals that have been made available to the 
churches. The brotherhood’s magazine ‘Zoe’? was 
the only magazine in Greece that did not cease to ap- 
pear during the war. 

The days of struggle for the Christian Churches, 
both the Greek Orthodox and the evangelical bodies, 
are by no means over, but the determined spirit to 
spread the Gospel is expanding to meet the need. 
The Society’s agent in Athens, Mr. George Kladis, 
in his latest report says, ““There is every indication 
that the demand for Scriptures is now greater than it 
was before the war.” 

This need and the zeal on the part of Greek Chris- 
tians was presented directly to the American Bible 
Society from two independent sources within twenty- 
four hours last September. 

The first appeal came in a letter signed by Major 
General A. Perivoliotis, Chief of Staff B of the Gen- 
eral Staff of the Greek Army. The letter was courte- 
ous, brief and to the point. It began: ‘“The Command 
of the Greek Army is wishing to provide each recruit 
with a copy of the New Testament, which copy is to 
be kept by them on their release.” 

The request was for 200,000 Testaments, partly in 
ancient and partly in modern Greek. Then the Gen- 
eral wrote: | 


In view of the fact that the prevailing financial condi- 
tions do not allow the Greek Army to purchase and print 
locally the said copies, it will be greatly appreciated if you 
would inform this headquarters whether you can pro- 
vide them gratis as a gift. 

The next morning, among the visitors to the Bible 
House were Mr. Demetrios Papakonstantinou, pub- 
lishing superintendent of the Zoe Brotherhood, and 
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*ather Papodeas of the New York Greek Cathedral. 
Vt hey came with arequest for paper and other materials 
with which the Brotherhood might produce an edi- 
‘ion of 100,000 Greek Testaments. With their do- 
nated services, the Brotherhood had before the 
war been able to distribute these books below cost 
at eight cents apiece. Mr. Papakonstantinou thought 
that even yet they might price them as low as twelve 
vents, if the Society could furnish the materials. 

_ Since the British and Foreign Bible Society has al- 
ways, in the cooperative work of the two Societies in 
Bible Lands, cared for the needs of the people of 
Greece, these two requests were referred to them. 
Secretary Arthur Wilkinson of the British Society re- 
lied that he hoped to have the books for the Greek 
‘Army printed in Canada, but might call on the 
American Bible Society for help. In view of the pres- 
“nt situation in England it is likely that the help re- 
quired might be considerable. It may even eventuate

‘ nTiL the end of the nineteenth century the Bible 
U was practically an unknown book in the Philip- 
sine Islands. Then, in the years following the Spanish- 
American War, Protestant missionaries from the 
United States not only furnished Spanish Bibles but 
in a remarkably brief span of years translated the 
whole Bible into eight of the languages native to the 
Filipino peoples, Tagalog (1905), Ilocano (1909), 
Bicol (1914), Pangasinan (1915), Panayan (1915), 
Pampangan (1917), Cebuan (1917) and Samaretio 
(1937). All of these languages had first to be reduced 
to written form, and in many of them the New Testa- 
ment or some smaller portion of the Bible had been 
published and distributed many years before the 
whole Bible was ready. The Scriptures have been 
distributed in the Islands, also not only in Spanish 
and these various national tongues, but in English in 
large numbers, and in Japanese, Korean and other 
Far-Eastern tongues. Some lesser portion of the 
Scriptures has also been translated into seven addi- 
‘tional Philippine languages, the latest being the 
Gospel of Luke in the Subanun language for 100,000 
people living on the western side of the Island of 
Mindanao. All told, for 1899 to 1946, 4,225,418 
Scripture volumes had been distributed in the 


Islands. ae 
_ For many years the Bibles in the Filipino tongues 
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were printed in Japan and bound at the Bible House 
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may have to be met by the Christian people of Amer- 
ica. At all events the American Bible Society must be 
prepared to meet these requests. Is it not a high privi- 
lege to stand in the long long line of those that, be- 
ginning with the Apostle Paul, have answered 
Greece’s call to come over and help her? And, after 
all, in the light of America’s wealth and opportunity 
it is little that the Greek Army and the Zoe Brother- 
hood ask for. 

It is estimated that the 200,000 Testaments for the 
Army will cost about $85,000, and the twenty tons of 
paper, together with the glue, thread, cloth, binder’s 
board and other materials for the production of 
100,000 ‘Testaments by the Zoe Brotherhood, would 
cost $14,000—a total of $99,000. 

Because the great Apostle answered the Mace- 
donian call, the Gospel came to Europe, where it 
established the base for which it has spread to all the 
world. How little do we know what God may bring 
to pass from the aid that we are today asked to give to 
the people of Greece?

Scriptures for a New-born Nation

ing with 1941 was 8,000 to 10,000 Bibles, about 
10,000 New Testaments and 80,000 to 100,000 Gos- 
pel portions. 

The Second World War of course put a stop to the 
whole program. The Bible House, it was found after 
the recapture of Manila, had been used as a machine- 
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gun nest. As the Americans approached, the Japa- 
nese defenders hastily left, setting fire to barrels of 
inflammable material which, exploding, completely 
ruined the interior of the building and blew off the 
roof. The concrete walls, though badly marred, were 
left in fair condition. Although all the stock of Scrip- 
tures was gone, the precious plates—nearly 50,000 of 
them—of the Bible in the Filipino tongues were 
neither looted nor badly damaged. Those of the 
Panayan New Testament suffered the most, but 90 
percent of the whole stock were unhurt. Secretary W. 
H. Fonger and his family spent three years in an in- 
ternment camp, where their son succumbed to malig- 
- nant malaria at the age of seventeen. 

On October 3, 1945, through the cooperation of 
the American military, the plates in the Tagalog, 
Ilocano and Cebuan languages left Manila for San 
Francisco. Meanwhile a vigorous program of print- 
ing from these providentially preserved plates was 
begun in this country. Between February and Octo- 
ber of 1945 there were shipped to Manila 3,200 Bibles, 
4.475 New Testaments and 223,200 Portions in the 
various languages. In November of 1946, 5,000 Ho- 
cano New Testaments arrived from New York. ‘Thus 
began the new chapter in the popularity of the Scrip- 
tures in the Philippines, for these books were eagerly 
bought up as fast as they appeared, the 5,000 Hocano 
Bibles being all gone in a little over a month. So 
eager were the people to get these Bibles that Secre- 
tary Fonger’s helper, who was at that time making 
his home in the temporarily repaired Bible House, 
would find the people pounding on his door as early 
as six o’clock in the morning. ‘They were afraid that 
the stock would all be gone before they could get a 
copy. 

In the summer of 1947 Mr. Fonger wrote request- 
ing that the following editions of Bibles and Testa- 
ments be printed in 1948: 


Tagalog 12,000 Bibles 8,000 Testaments 


Ilocano 12,000 Bibles 8,000 Testaments 
Cebuan 18,000 Bibles 8,000 ‘Testaments 
Samareno 6,000 Bibles es; 
Pangasinan 6,000 Bibles

Pampangan 6,000 Bibles 12,000 Testaments 
Panayan 12,000 Bibles 


This total of 78,000 Bibles and 36,000 New Testa- 
ments in one year, which will cost $144,000, repre- 
sents an entirely new level of demand from the Philip- 
pines. , 
On October 16, 1947 Secretary Fonger wrote: 
“Scripture sales are going *way beyond our highest 
expectation . . . We sold the first 5,000 Cebuan New 
Testaments in just about two months . . . Without 
doubt this is going to be the best year that this 
Agency has ever had in the sale of whole Bibles and 
New Testaments.” 

Later, on December 22, he wrote: ““We are pur- 
chasing some of our binding equipment, and it is 
going to be possible for us to start production of 
Gospel portions in Manila in 1948.” 

In view of this new interest and opportunity in the 
Philippines, the Publication Department Secretary 
has authorized the production of the 78,000 Bibles 
and 36,000 New ‘Testaments requested by Mr. Fon- 
ger. Many of these volumes will be paid for by the 
people, some paying the entire cost of the book. The 
Philippines Agency’s appropriation from the So- 
ciety’s regular budget will care for part of the cost, 
but the Society’s World Recovery program will also 
be drawn upon before the year is out; for never has 
the Philippine work been even a quarter as great as it 
will be in 1948. 

Every Christian in America will want to have a 
part in the tutoring of the new Philippine nation in 
the Book that imparts that freedom with which Christ 
makes men free.

The first report of the giving of the Gospel to a tribe that is among the latest to have the Scriptures 
put in their own tongue

Just how difficult it is to accomplish the exhor- 
tation of this great missionary hymn is illustrated 
in the case of a group of 35,000 Indians living in the 
mountain fastnesses and the canyons of the south- 
western part of the state of Chihuahua in northern 
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Mexico. ‘They are the Tarahumara Indians. Being 
herdsmen, they do not live in villages, but live a 
lonely, solitary life as they tend their sheep and raise 
their scanty crops of corn. 

The Tarahumara tribe believe that they are the 
Children of God and that all other peoples are the 
Children of the Devil. Because they are so sure of this, 
and proud of their distinction, it is both difficult to 
convince them of the truth and power of the Gospel | 
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a 
ind to impress them with the advantages of the liter- 
cy program which is being officially sponsored all 
yver Mexico. Another difficulty encountered in 
vorking with this tribe is that very few of them know 
Spanish, the official language of Mexico. 

For the Tarahumara Indians, when things go 
wrong, they believe that God is angry with them. 
[o appease Him there is no thought of self-examina- 
ion, no idea of ethical improvement, no attempt to 
change personal habits or attitudes. What is done 
under such adverse conditions is to kill an animal, 
Hance and throw corn liquor into the air by way of 
uppeasing God’s wrath and winning His favor. Of 
sourse, not all of the liquor is thrown into the air. 
Much of it is consumed by the celebrants. ‘Thus they 
are made to forget their evil fortune for a time. Noth- 
ing in the way of moral advance, however, is accom- 
lished, for the Tarahumara people have little sense 
of moral responsibility or the reality of personal sin. 
-For a number of years several members of the 
Wycliffe Translators have been living and working 
‘vith these benighted tribesmen. Mr. and Mrs. Ken- 
neth S. Hilton, working with the Bible Society’s 
Secretary for Versions, Dr. Eugene A. Nida, has re- 
fuced the language to writing. It is one of those 
-anguages the nature of whose sounds, added to its

Undergirding America 


Relating the success of an experiment in the State of Georgia that points

HE major purpose of the American Bible Society is to put the Scriptures 
T persuasively into the hands of people who otherwise might not have them.

Lately a woman who only very recently (the first part 
of May 1947) was evicted from what was formerly Kénigs- 
berg in East Prussia visited our District Office and asked 
for help.

Thanks to help from the 
World Council of Churches, our Hilfswerk office was 
able to give the woman support. In the course of conver- 
sation she told of how happy she was to have saved at 
least her song book.

Philippine Commonwealth 
Luther D. Miller, Chief of Chaplains of the United 


States Army, forwards a paragraph from a letter from 
Chaplain W. H. Bergherm, stationed in Manila: 

By a special donation from the local department of the 
American Bible Society, 120 postwar Bibles and New 
Testaments in seven different dialects of the Philippines 
were received this month by this hospital and distributed 
in the wards. Inasmuch as these Bibles are the first dia- 
lect Bibles to appear since the war, they have been eager- 
ly sought for and readily received by our Filipino pa- 
tients. I feel the American Bible Society is to be con- 
gratulated in its fine work to make the Bible available 
here in the Philippines so promptly after the war, in the 
native tongue of each soldier. Their liberal contribution 
is greatly appreciated. 


Europe 
Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg, President of the North- 
ern Baptist Convention, on his return from a 
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survey of church conditions in Europe writes: 


When assisting in the distribution of some Russian 
Bibles among a group of 700 Russian D.P.’s, I found 
these young men crowding around me as hungrily as if 
they had been reaching for bread. The mother of one of 
these boys, who lives on the eastern border of Poland, not 
far from Russia, sold her only two cows to purchase a 
Russian Bible. She had to wait for it several months, but 
when she got it, she spread a feast for, her neighbors with 
what-poor supplies she had, and invited them all to come 
to the celebration. 

One of our finest Polish Baptist churches in Liége, Bel- 
sium was started a little over ten years ago by two Polish 
coal miners who came to an evangelical faith simply 
through the reading of the Scriptures. ‘These instances 
can be multiplied in so many places all over Europe that 
I returned with an overwhelming sense of the importance 
of supplying Bibles to Europe and Asia as never before.

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Take Your Money With You! 


A report of one of the Society's field representatives, which he submitted as a present-day 
commentary on the Lord’s teaching as found in Matthew 16:20-21

FEW months ago a letter came to the Bible House 

bringing a check for several thousand dollars for 
an additional annuity contract. This woman’s letter 
radiated joy at the thought that she was selecting the 
destination of some more of her earthly treasure. 
Her closing sentence read, ““This is my way of taking 
my money with me when I die.” 

In business, investments are ‘“‘speculative” or 
“silt-edge,”’ with many shades of income security in 
between. The same is true of investing for spiritual 
results. It is comparatively easy to know what hap- 
pens to our current contributions. But when writing 
a will it is quite different. Many people have said to 
me, ‘“‘Oh, if I could only be sure my bequests would 
do good and not harm!” In most wills some specu- 
lative risk must be taken, especially where individuals 
are concerned. But it is comparatively easy to select 
an organization that is qualified to act as trustee to 
carry out one’s spiritual objectives. 

A very keen eighty-year-old woman had just made 
a five-thousand-dollar annuity gift to the Bible So- 
ciety as a substitute for putting that amount in her 
will. She told me that she was currently supporting, 
quite heavily, another institution. Later I asked her 
why she made the annuity gift to the Bible Society in- 
stead of the other organization, which also writes 
annuities. She replied, “‘I can’t be sure what doctri- 
nal road that institution may take, even in the next 
twenty-five years. It depends so much on its human 
leadership. But I have confidence that, far into the 
future, the Bible Society will be carrying out its 
century-old purpose—distributing God’s Word to a 
spiritually hungry world.” With some, the making 
of a will seems so formidable that they keep putting it 
off. About two years ago one of our annuitants said 
to me, “Mr. Stewart, I’m worried. Here I am past 
eighty, with not a living relative. I have this big old 
house, some income-producing securities—and I’ve 
never made a will and I don’t know how.” I assured 
her that all she had to do was to jot down on a piece 
of paper any specific gifts she would like to make to 
individuals or organizations, keep well within her 
expected estate, then take it to her attorney and tell 
him that she wanted whatever was left (the residue) 
to go to such and such an organization, organizations 
or individuals and in whatever proportions she 
wished. She did this and was quite happy about it. 

The majority of both the small and large amounts 
left to the American Bible Society are direct bequests 
of money or a place in the residuary estate. But most 
of the conversations I have on the subject of wills are

where annuities are a part of the picture. An elderly 
woman in an eastern city was anxious to leave her 
entire estate to the Society, but wanted her faithful _ 
helper and companion cared for during her lifetime. 
She asked me to word the paragraph which would 

leave to the companion some ready cash and turn the 

balance of the estate into an annuity for this friend. 
The main thing I emphasized was to have the legal 

name and address of the Society as “American Bible 

Society, a New York corporation located at 450 Park” 
Avenue, New York City.’ Her attorney, of course, 

was to write the will. 

Many well-to-do people through their wills endow 
relatives or friends and even domestics by way of an- 
nuities rather than to leave them cash. In this way 
the donor controls the ultimate spiritual destinatio 
of the money. 

Only recently a woman I’ve known for years left 
in her will a bequest of $20,000 to the Society for an 
annuity for her long-time pastor. What a difference 
this $1,200 a year will make toward the comfort of 
this servant of God! 

Trust agreements give many of the Society’s 
friends an opportunity to plan the distribution of 
their funds with somewhat more latitude than is pos- 
sible in a will, and without any attending publicity. 
All financial transactions with the Society are strictly 
confidential. In a trust fund, money, securities, mort- 
gages or other assets may be turned over to the So- 
ciety to administer. Its long experience in such mat- 
ters makes the Society well qualified to act as trustee. — 
‘The income usually goes to the donor during his life- 
time, then to the Society for its work. 

One elderly, prosperous woman is building up a 
sizable trust fund which at her death will be turned 
into annuities for two sons. 

Some years ago one of our wealthy friends decided 
to let the Bible Society handle his investments. He 
put substantial available cash into survivorship an- 
nuities through which he and his close relatives were 
assured an income for life. In addition he receives 
regularly the interest and dividends from the securi- 
ties deposited in the trust, and at his death the prin- 
cipal will go to the work of the Society. In my visits 
with him he has seemed, because of this arrangement, 
to be a care-free man. 

In some instances the trust agreement is so worded 
that in case of emergency or long illness the principal 
of the fund may be drawn upon. 

I have saved until the last, the third and largest 
of our gift-investment channels—annuities. ; 
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“Nothing in my varied business and _ professional 
ife has given me such a “‘lift’? as my visits in the 
nomes of almost a thousand of our annuitants. Never 
nave I seen such a uniformly happy group. They are 
‘iving examples of the truth of the verse, ‘Thou wilt 
<eep him in perfect peace, whose mind is stayed on 
thee.” 

To more than six thousand people Bible Society 
annuities are bringing financial peace of mind and 
spiritual satisfaction. Probably the largest group of 
Jur annuitants is made up of women who are alone 
n the world, women wise enough to know that money 
aas a way of disappearing into emotional by-paths if 
given half a chance. Annuities do away with invest- 
ment worries and the temptation to ‘‘speculate’’; 
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10 bonds to be called; no dividends passed; and no_ 


mortgages impaired by falling real-estate values. The 
annuity checks arrive ahead of time; and whether the 
annuitant has made a gift of a hundred dollars or ten 
shousand, each has a very welcome place in our an- 
wity family. 

Not long ago I called on a man of eighty who, when 
ae retired at sixty-five, made an annuity gift of 
$20,000 to the Bible Society on which he had been 
~eceiving $1,200 a year. I complimented him on his 
“oresight. His response was, ““How much more com- 
‘ortable we would have been all these years if we had 
ut into another annuity contract the $10,000 I sank 


in some so-called guaranteed real-estate bonds!” 

There is an attractive tax advantage in annuities 
in religious organizations. One man, whom I visit 
each year and help with his income-tax report, re- 
ceives about $3,600 a year from his annuities and 
needs to report only $1,200 as taxable income. 

There are so many ways in which annuities may 
fit into a well-balanced financial setup. Survivorship 
annuities protect husband and wife or give oppor- 
tunity for sisters or brothers to protect themselves 
and each other with steady income. Two retired 
school teachers lived together. Each had a $1,000 an- 
nuity with the Society. They were each considering 
another $1,000 contract. But they liked the suggestion 
that they join in a survivorship contract in which they 
would get $96 a year as long as either one should live, 
instead of $55 each on separate agreements. Their 
faces lit up as they realized that each was protecting 
herself, was endowing the other, and that the residue 
would go toward the extension of Christ’s Kingdom. 

Whether a person leaves money to the Society 
through a will, a trust fund or an annuity, it is ex- 
changed for God’s printed Word—a hundred, a 
thousand or tens of thousands of copies—then sent on 
to the ends of the earth to bring faith and hope to 
God’s harassed children. 

“Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from 
their labors; and their works do follow them.”

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The Pigkeeper and His Lord 


As the leader of the devotional period of the meet- 
ing of the Board of Managers of the American Bible 
Society at a recent session, Dr. Harry N. Holmes, after 
reading the ““Good Shepherd” passage in John 10:1— 
14, related an incident in the life of a very remarkable 
missionary in New Guinea, Mrs. Mary Abel. After 
graphically describing a trip made by Mrs. Abel and 
three Papuan Christian women to the mountain vil- 
lages, the story, as published in a recent issue of The 
Bible in the World, the organ of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, ran as follows: 


After a bath in the mountain stream Mrs. Abel and 
her companions went around the village. The men were 
not prepossessing. The visitors were more interested in 
the women and children, and wondered at the heavy 
burdens that the women carried with apparent ease in 
huge string bags slung from their heads. A very appetiz- 
ing aroma began to fill the air as the day advanced, and 
they discovered that a pig had been killed in their honor 
and was being cooked with other native food on the hot 
stones. At the feast Mrs. Abel was given a place of honor 
next to the chief. 

Next morning an attempt was made to start school. 
The children crowded around while letters were written 
with charcoal on a piece of canvas, which had to do serv- 
ice in place of a blackboard. The crowd rapidly in- 


creased and became most excited over the five vowels 
given with illustrations. Then suddenly a big, grim-look- 


ing man came rushing into the group, yelling at Mrs. 
Abel at the top of his voice. It appeared he had forbidden 
his small son to come to school, and there was the child 
sitting with the others. 

He was afraid that the weird signs on the canvas were 
some sort of foreign magic and that the children who 
learned them would remain forever under a terrible 
foreign spell. He roared at Mrs. Abel, accusing her of 
trying to steal his boy. Eventually he dragged the kicking 
and screaming lad away. 

Later in the afternoon Mrs. Abel noticed the same 
father, sitting alone, making a huge pig-net; so she and 
her interpreter companion went over to watch him and 
sat down beside him. She admired the deftness with 
which he worked, and began to ask questions about bush 
pigs and the ways of catching them. He became quite 
friendly, discussing things he knew so well. This gave her 
the opportunity to tell him about the Good Shepherd, 
who, in a country where sheep are unknown, became the 
Good Pigkeeper. His interest was caught, and he listened 
intently while he was told that Jesus Christ said: I am the 
good pigkeeper, and know my pigs. One by one the vil- 
lagers gathered to listen. 

The speaker went on to tell of other things that Jesus 
said and did; how He healed the sick and opened the 
eyes of the blind. When she finished she asked him if he 
would like to hear more about Jesus. He lifted his lumin- 
_ous eyes to hers and raised his eyebrows, which was his 
way of replying Yes. Then she opened her New Testa- 
ment and put it in his hands. It’s all in here, she said, and 
we want your children to be able to read for themselves 
about Him. She then read a little from the Testament, 
while he listened attentively and smiled but said nothing. 

In the morning the children gathered again for school 
beneath the shade of a nut tree and when Mrs. Abel went 
down to open the school with prayer, she saw the small 
boy of yesterday seated in the front row, and there—be- 
side him, scrubbed and beaming—sat the father!

For Russia 


Orders have been placed for the fourth edition of 
the attractive Brevier-type Russian New Testament 
and Psalms. This fourth edition is for 200,000 copies. 
In January 50,000 Russian Bibles (the second edition) 
and 250,000 Russian Gospels came from the press. 
The third edition (25,000) Russian Testaments is 
coming from the press in February. ‘The total number 
of Russian Bibles ordered so far is 125,000, and of 
Testaments, 275,000. Space has been applied for for 
the shipping of 50,000 Russian Bibles, 25,000 Testa- 
ments and 200,000 Gospels, these to follow the ship- 
ment, reported in the December Record, which 
reached Murmansk late in December. 


For Japan 


A beautiful little edition of the Sermon on the 
Mount in large Japanese characters has just come 
from the press, and the books are on their way across 
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the Pacific. Copies of the first edition of 150,000 
Japanese Bibles, each weighing almost three pounds, 
are beginning to arrive at the Bible House in ‘Tokyo 
in lots of about 20,000 copies. Mr. Tanaka, the Secre- 
tary there, is receiving them with great joy. The Ja=) 
pan Bible Society has requested 150,000 more of these | 
large Bibles and 500,000 more New ‘Testaments, to 
be printed in the United States. Besides all this the 
Society has ordered 35 tons of paper for printing 
Japanese and English parallel-column Testaments, 
which are very popular in Japan. The plates are in 
Tokyo. It is estimated that the paper ordered will be 
enough to make about 60,000 of these books. And all 
this is in addition to the almost a million and a half 
Japanese Testaments sent to Japan last year. There 


never was so great a demand for the Scriptures by a 


major non-Christian people before in the history of 
our faith. 


For Yugoslavia 


In January the first copies of an order for 50,000 
Serbiari Gospels of St. John and 50,000 Gospels of 
St. Luke came from the press. They are beautiful 
little books carrying on the cover, at the request of 
Bishop Nicolai of the Serbian Orthodox Church, a 
handsome golden cross. These Gospels are going for- 
ward to Yugoslavia as promptly as possible. 


For Korea 


The third edition of the beautiful Korean New 
Testament, which is regarded as the handsomest book 
available in Korea, were ready for forwarding in 
February. The edition was 70,000 copies. Another 
50,000 copies will come from the press in April. Be- 
sides this, 125,000 each of St. Luke and of St. John 
are now ready for shipment. 


For France 


Sixteen tons of paper have been ordered made in 
Sweden to be sent to Geneva. This will be used in 
the publishing of 30,000 French Bibles in the Syno- 
dale version in cooperation with the Société Biblique 
du Canton du Vaud. The Society is also publishing 
30,000 French New Testaments in Switzerland and 
stands ready to ship from New York 100,000 French 
Gospels when the harbor strikes in France permit. 

The number of books involved in the current sup- 
plies for these six countries alone totals over 4,118,000. 
Figuring the average cost of manufacturing a Bible 
at one dollar, a ‘Testament at 30 cents and a Gospel 
at two cents, the cost of these books, from all of which 
the Society expects no return, may be estimated at 
approximately $1,830,400. Adding the cost of the 
supplies furnished for printing elsewhere pushes the 
figure close to $2,000,000. 

All this is not something that should be done; it is 
something that is beng done, and the Bible Society 
is sure the Christian people of America will gladly 
pay for all of it!

February Meeting of the Board 


A meeting of the Board of Managers of 
the American Bible Society in its one 
hundred and thirty-second year was held 
at the Bible House, 450 Park Avenue, 
New York 22, on Thursday, February 5, 
1948, at 3:30 p.m., President Daniel 
Burke, LL.D. in the Chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted 
by Mr. John J. Leu. 

It was reported that 1947 was the 
greatest year in distribution of the Scrip- 
tures to the Blind by the Society. 

The Board authorized making the 
plates for the Gospels of Mark, Luke, 
and John in Spanish Braille for the Blind 
of Latin America. 

A grant of Scriptures to the amount of 
$2,000 was made to the American Sun- 
day School Union on the sale and dis- 
tribution plan. 

A grant of $500 was made to help meet 
the Scripture needs of Indian children 
through the Home Missions Council. 

It was reported that, during the last 
7% years, there were issued by the World 
Emergency Fund 1,184,807 Bibles, 
8,771,024 Testaments, 7,819,818 Por- 
tions, or a total of 17,775,649 volumes.

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The Librarian Reports 


_ The second floor of the Bible House in New York is 
inlike any other place in America. Except for the 
Board meeting-hall at one end, the floor is devoted 
entirely to the Society’s historical collection of print- 
=d Scriptures. Miss Margaret T. Hills, Librarian, re- 
gorts that at the close of 1947 there were 16,704 
volumes in the collection, containing Scriptures in 
104 different languages. There were 388 volumes 
added in the year. Of these, 10 were printed in 
he fifteenth century, 21 in the sixteenth, 10 in the 
seventeenth, 32 in the eighteenth, 95 in the nine- 
eenth, 200 in the twentieth; and 20 were without 
Hate. Five of the newest languages were published 
under the direction of the American Bible Society. 
They were the Maguindanao (Philippine Islands), 
Mixteco (Mexico), Nantchéri (French Equatorial 
Africa), Chol (Mexico) and Tarahumara (Mexico). 
The library was a busy spot during the year, en- 
ertaining 1,279 visitors, 268 of whom came in 24 
study groups. The visitors registered from 34 States 
»f the Union and 23 countries of the world.

m each District or Division area are persuaded, if 
hey have no Bible, to secure one and use it; and if 
they have one that is not in use, to form the habit of 
-egular Scripture reading. 

During the summer of 1947 Secretary Benjamin 
-{. Smith of the Southern District (centering in At- 
anta, Georgia) experimented with a new plan aimed 
Hlirectly at this basic purpose in the Society’s work; 
und the plan met with gratifying results. 

_A group of contiguous smaller industrial and agri- 
cultural centers were chosen as the field for a Bible 
Reading crusade. The ministers in each commu- 
nity were asked to support the plan which by cor- 
-espondence was laid before them. The plan worked 
pest in those communities where every church co- 
operated. 

The Gospel of John was made the basis of the read- 
mg, and each community was furnished with an ade- 
uate supply of copies. ‘The pastors were requested to 
-ake their texts and their prayer-meeting topics from 
this Gospel, and the people to read it at home. _ 

Copies of the Gospel were carefully but widely dis- 
iibuted to people, whether they had a Bible or not. 
Jhildren were cultivated particularly. ‘The pastors 
were asked not only to survey their parishes for the 
‘irculating of the Gospels but also to discover Bible- 
ess homes, and to check up on the extent and prog- 
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ress of the Reading as the program progressed. Homes 
without Bibles were encouraged and, where needed, 
were helped to secure them. 

There were 157 communities participating in the 
program, and 162,000 copies of the Gospel of John 
were distributed in them. If more and adequate 
funds had been available, it is estimated that 500,000 
of these priceless little Gospels might have been put 
to use. It was estimated that in addition to the 162,000 
copies circulated, at least 75,000 other people read 
the Gospel from their own Bibles—a total of 237,000 
readers. 

After the program closed, many pastors visited the 
Society’s office in Atlanta to tell of new members 
coming into their churches upon confession of their 
faith in Christ; larger attendance at church; in- 
creased Sunday-school enrollments; and, most of all, 
that many people were continuing their practice of 
regular, systematic Bible reading. 

Not the least of the advantages was that, as reg- 
ularly happens, the people who discovered afresh 
the value of the Scriptures to themselves, expressed 
their desire, through the American Bible Society, to 
share them with others. This resulted in many gifts, 
through the participating churches and their mem- 
bers, to the worldwide work of the Society. 

In appraising the summer’s program Secretary 
Smith, who excels in this type of work, says: “‘It is 
certain that no special effort in the District program 
has ever reached so many homes (more than 100,000). 
... It is evident, too, that a large number of pastors 
who have had only a nominal interest in the work 
of the American Bible Society will from here on be 
ardent supporters of its program.”
